WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Jan. 26.—The United States 
government is rushing headlong into 
socialism. And it is a socialism of 
the most dangerous variety. 

The Federal government is rapidly 
absorbing all the powers and rights 
that properly belong to the sovereign 
States. The President is just as rapidly 
absorbing the powers and rights that 
properly belong to the legislative 
branch of the government. 

Dr. Wilson has arrogated to himself 
such extraordinary powers that thie 
government is dangerously near being 
a paternal centralized power, with 
Congress merely playing the part of 
the shrieking mouth of the hungry 
birdling. 

No serious objection has, thus far, 
come from the States because they are 
in a fool's dream of getting some- 
thing for nothing, Instead of resisting 
this extraordinary seizure of power by 
the Federal government, the Southern 
States now in power seem to delight 
in it. The southern Democrats eagerly 
grab the chance to force the rich 
Northern States to pay for all manner 
of things wanted by the poorer South- 
ern States. To get this fat out of the 
pork barrel they are cheerfully will- 
ing to sell the birthright of their State 
sovereignty. 

WORKS'S COMMENT. 

In a recent report on the affairs 
of the District of Columbia Senator 
Works of Los Angeles commented on 
this shameful condition in these 
words: 

“Millions of dollars are now being 
thrown away for useless and illegal 
purposes. The Agricultural Depart- 
ment is spending and wasting millions 
and millions of dollars on useless ex- 
periments and in work that should be 
done by the States, and cannot legiti- 
mately be done by the national gov- 
ernment. The public health service is 
spending millions more in the States 
in violation of the spirit of the Con- 
stitution. We are spending hundreds 
of thousands of dollars for the cure 
of hogs and cattle in the States where 
the Federal authorities have no lawful 
right or business to enter. 

“We spend millions for agricultural 
colleges and vocation echools in the 
States, a work that belongs to and 
should be left to the States. We are 
spending money lavishly, extravagant- 
ly and paternally in the States. The 
dividing line between States and the 
Federal government is fast disappear- 
ing by the raid of the States on the 
national treasury. The States are sell- 
ing their jurisdiction and their sov- 
ereignty for money.” 

EXTRAORDINARY. | 

The mast recent and extraordinary 
attempt to seize power for the Fed- 
eral government is the attempt to 
establish a board of moving picture 
censors, Of course, when the Federal 
government absorbs the police) powers 
of the States, the beginning of the 
end is near. 

Speaking in opposition to the Dill, 
Martin W. Littleton of New York said 
to the House Committee on Educa- 
tion the other night. 

“Granting that moving pictures 
must be censored by somebody, why 
the Federal government? The police 
powers of the States have heretofore 
been drawn through the knothole of 


the Interstate Commerce Commission. | 


What are you going to do with those 
powers now? The province of the 
Federal government is to make 
treaties and have foreign relations. 
Have the States become so prostrated 
that they cannot even attend to their 
own morals? Are the States deaf and 
dumb? Are they dead? Has it gone 
as far as thie?” 

But it is to be feared that he spoke 
to deaf ears. The Senate is preparing 
to make a vigorous resistance to the 
usurpation of power by the Federal 
government; the House of Represent- 
atives glories in its shame. 

The reason that centralization of 
the government has no terrors for 
the average Congressional Represent- 
ative is because that dread and dan- 
gerous phrase happens to be written 
across the front of the pork barrel. 

Owing to the short term of office 
most of the time of every Representa- 
tive is given over to a wild scramble 
to get elected again. A large part of 
his day’s work is given up to sending 
out free seeds and writing letters to 
the thousands of people in his district 
who seem to have nothing better to 
do than write letters. 

The job of a Congressman in these 
days is a good deal like that of a 
butter-and-egg man. Figuratively 
speaking, he goes from door to door,

Missouri must attend Sunday-school 
or church services every week and 
must have their good behavior 
vouched to the court by responsible 
persons, according to the conditions 
of parole imposed by Judge Sterling 
McCarty here today in ordering their 
release from custody after they had 
pleaded guilty to charges of assault 
and attempt to kill. This ended the 
trial of the sixty-seven defendants ar- 
rested in connection with numerous 


depredations committed in this region 
during the past year or more by mem- 
bers of a secret organization which is 
said to have for its object the lower- 
ing of prices by merchants and the 
betterment of conditions of tenants 
and farm laborers. 

Of these sixty either were found 
guilty by the jury or pleaded gullty 
in open court. One was acquitted and 
cases against six were dismissed. 
Thirty-nine were paroled, exclusive of 
the thirteen today. Eight were or- 
dered sent to the penitentiary. In 
recommending the paroles. Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Smalley told the court it 
was evident the men had joined the 
night riders under compulsion.

swam across the Rio. Grande 
while bathing and were captured 
by two armed Mexican civilians. ; 
The Americans crossed under a 
cross fire from the American and 
Mexican side, but no one was killed 
or wounded. Lieut. J. E. Mort, 
commanding Battery D, Fourth 
Field Artillery, and Lieuts. Pay- 
ton and Waldron of the same

structed to send a field officer to 
Progreso at once.

Maj.-Cen. Funston reported 
the occurrence to Cd J. R. Quin- 
tinilla, commanding on the Mexi- 
can side in the absence of Gen.

Details of the trouble were 
meager tonight. 

According to reports received 
here late tonight the trouble start- 
ed when four members of D Bat- 
tery stripped and swam across the 
Rio Grande at Progreso. Two of 
them, Wheeler and Pederson, 
were taken prisoners by two 
armed Mexican civilians and 
marched into the interior. The 
other two soldiers swam back to 
the American side, several shots 
being fired from the southern side 
of the river. . 

Nearly an hour later Lieuts. 
Mort, Payton and Waldron, with 
thirteen artillerymen and one cav- 
alryman, swam the river under 
protection of gunfire from the 
American side. On the Mexican 
shore they are said to have 
searched two Mexican houses 
without finding any trace of 
Wheeler and Pederson. On their 
return. to the American side an 
hour later they were fired upon 
ten or twelve times by men in the 
Mexican brush. | 

The Americans drowned were: 
Sergeant Owen B. Clements, Cor- 
pora] Michael F. King, Private 
Harry A. Rhode, all of D Battery, 
Fourth Field Artillery, and Pri- 
wate Charles D: Wiltenbest, A 
Troop, Twelfth Cavalry.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Secretary 
Garrison urged the House Interstate 
Commerce Committee to change im- 
mediately provisions of the general 
dam act which he characterized as 
vague, indefinite and a brake on finan- 
cial investment in water power plants, 
to a basis which would make attrac- 
tive to financial interests the develop- 
ment of the 7,000,000 horse power in 
waters under Federal control and the 
additional 13,000,000 horse power: in 
the upper reaches and feeders to 
navigable waters. 
Utilization of some of this horse 
power, Secretary Garrison said, to ob- 
tain nitrogen from the air, would con- 
vert what is present waste to a pow- 
erful asset in the manufacture of farm 
fertilizers and explosives adaptable 
to use in national defense. The pres- 
ent law, he said, does not protect the 
public, does not permit reasonable de- 
velopment of hydroelectric energy, re- 
gards the business of the grantee as 
private and places no restraint on the. 
transfer of the grant.

Man Who is to Testify in the 
Caplan Case Finds Refuge 
on a Steamship,

E Cold Believed te 
Have Inspired Effort to

— Detectives 
S today charged that anarchists 
made a murderous attack om 

Donald Meserve, or Vose, principal 
witness in the Loa Angeles Times 
dynamiting cases, on the municipal 
dock at Tacoma two days ago. Mes- 
erve escaped after a\bitter fight and 
took refuge aboard steamer Ta- 
coma, where he was protected by of- 
ficers of the boat who refused to per 
mit his assailants to come aboard. 

Meserve now is being guarded by 
two detectives, acting under orders 
from Walter R. Thayer, manager of 
the Seattle office of the Burns agency. 
Thayer refuses to disclose Meserve’s 
whereabouts, but declares he will be 
in Los Angeles Friday ready to take 
the stand and testify against David 
Caplan, who was arrested with 
Matthew Schmidt and charged with 
complicity in the plot to dynamite 
the Los Angeles Times Bullding. 
Schmidt recently was convicted of 
murder and given a life sentence. 

Meserve, or Vose, the former being 
his father’s and the latter his moth- 
er's name—has been in the Burns 
employ since the early part of 1914; 
He was detailed by Manager Thayer 
of the Seattle office to locate Sehmidt 
and Caplan and succeeded in getting 
in touch with them through the New 
York anarchist headquarters. He 
trailed the two men and was a star 
witness in Schmidt's trial. He also 
is relied upon for important disclos- 
ures in the Caplan case. i 

Burns detectives believe that both 
the Tacoma attack and a previous ef- 
fort made in Los Angeles to kill 
Meserve were inspired by anarchista 
It is declared by Manager Walton 
Thayer of the Seattle agency that 
the attack on Meserve on the Tacoma 
dock was made by anarchists whe 
were inspired to entrap him by a 
scathing article in the January issue 
of Emma Goldman's publication, 
“Mother Earth.” Meserve went to 
Tacoma to meet his mother. As he 
left the steamship Tacoma he was 
waylaid by a group of men and badly 
beaten. He fought his way through 
them and leaped to the deck of the 
steamship where he was protected. 
Meserve had attempted the Tacoma 
trip without the bodyguard ‘that had 
been assigned to him, but on his re- 
turn to Seattle he was again given 
protection. 


In the written attack on Meserva, 
Emma Goldman tells of first meete 


ing the former’s mother eighteen 


years ago and of later seeing the boy 


after he had grown to manhood and 


had come to New York. She says he 
represented that he was out of work 


and was given lodging in her housé.

The original 
draft of a bill submitted by the War 
Department contained an outline of 
the entire system.

It contained seven 
articles, the first regarding the em- 
ployment by China of Japanese as 
advisers; the second the construction 
of Japanese hospitals, churches and 
schools in China; third, the employ- 
ment of Japanese in the police depart- 
ments in the large centers; fourth, 
China to purchase a certain propor- 
tion .of war munitions from Japan; 
fifth, Japan's right to cOnstruct cer- 
tain railroads in China; sixth, con- 
ceasions to Japan in the province of 
Fukien, and seventh, the right of Jap- 
anese subjects to propagate Buddhism 
in China. 

The United States government ad- 
dressed a note to Japan with regard 
to the demands made upon China, 

uerying in particular with respect to 
three points: The selection of foreign 
advisers by China, the purchase of 
war munitions and the question of 
foreign loans. The Japanese govern- 
ment replied to the note on March 22. 

On May 25, two treaties between 
Japan and China, together with thir- 
teen notes were signed in the Chinese 
Foreign Office covering, it was an- 
nounced, the practical conclusions 
reached on the Japanese demands, of 
which, however, five articles were left 
for ulterior argument. It was under- 
stood at the time that the articles for 
consideration were those of group 5. 
The articles in this group were origin- 
ally seven in number but it was later 
stated that article 3 had been elim- 
inated and that article 6 had been 
displaced by pledges that China would 
undertake no military or naval prep- 
arations nor authorize foreigners to 
undertake such preparations, on the 
Fukien coast in the future. It is pos-

NICARAGUA PACT 
TO BE VOTED ON. 


Democrats ‘Anxious to Pay 


Nicaragua Treaty has Aroused 

Senators Opposition. 

Salvador and Honduras Fight 
Proposed Naval Base. 


[BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The ad- 
ministration’s determination to force 
action as a part of its Pan-American 
policy on its treaties with Colombia 
and Nicaragua, held up for more than 
two years, spurred Democrats of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
today to fix next Wednesday as the 
date for a vote on the Colombian 
treaty, regardless of the result. An 
effort also will be made to get the 
Nicaraguan pact to a vote. 

Some Senators today predicted that 
both treaties could be recommended 
for ratification, but both Democrats 
and Republicans have doubts regard- 
ing their reception in the Senate. Op- 
position to the Colombian treaty, 
which proposes to pay Colombia $25,- 
000,000 for the separation of Pana- 
ma with an expression of regret that 
anything should have happened to 
mar the relations of the two countries, 
is based on various grounds. 

SENATORS* OBJECTIONS. 

Many Senators believe $25,000,000 is 
an excessive amount, insisting that 
half that sum or even less would be 
equitable. Others are insistent that 
no language should be used which 
might be construed as an apology by 
the United States for its acquirement 
of the Canal Zone property. Still 
others object to the provision of the 
treaty which would give war and 
coastwise merchant ships of Colombia 
the right to pas through the canal 
without payment of tolls. 

There has been even stronger op- 
position to the Nicaraguan treaty. 
This proposes to pay $3,000,000 for an 
option on the Nicaraguan canal route 
and for a naval base in Fonseca Bay. 

One of the complicating features is 
an objection from two other Central 
American republics—Salvador and 
Honduras. These nations also own 
portions of the shore of Fonseca Bay, 
and insist that Nicaragua has no right 
to permit the United States to estab- 
lish a naval base there without their 
consent. 

THE HAITI CONVENTION. 

Another treaty which the adminis- 
tration is anxious should be ratified 
is the new convention with Haiti, au- 
thorizing the financial protectorate 
over the island which the government 
already is exercising under a tem- 
porary arrangement. Senators Swan- 
son, O'Gorman and Brandegee, who 
were named today as a subcommittee 
to confer with the State Department 
on this matter, will make a report 
next Wednesday. So far as is known 
no serious opposition to this treaty 
has developed.

He 
is afraid to object to pork-barrel leg- 
islation for fear of his own fate 
Many Congressmen have come to 
Washington resolved to break up the 
pork-barrel grab. After having been 
made to ride the goat, they have gone 
home sadder and wiser, defeated for 
re-election becausé the other Congress- 
men sat tight on the pork barrel and 
they couldn't t anything for their 
own districts. It is plainly understood 
in Washington that any Congressman 
who monkeys with the pork barrel 
takes his legislative life in hig hands. 

So this alarming evil has two recip- 
rocal branches. The Federal govern- 
ment pays bills that the States should 
pay and takes onto itself powers that 
belong to the States. 

The government became infected 
with this germ in the time of Col. 
Roosevelt. The “government by ex- 
ecutive departments” began with the 
network of commissions established 
during his time. Col. Roosevelt also 
introduced the idea of airily waving 
away the Constitution when,it crossed 
his path. The different executive de- 
partments, taking his cue, began a 
most astonishing proceeding. The 
took the people of the United States 
under their paternal wing.

When asked for a little more detailed 
explanation they said that the tuna 
come to Southern California waters 
for a little while every year then 
go mysteriously away again. They 
wanted to follow hot on the trail of 
the tuna to find out where they went 
on these little visits. The Senator to 
whom the application was made said 
he thought it would be more charita- 
ble to assume that the purposes of the 
tuna were honorable upon these little 
vacations and the government 
safely forego the investigation. 


VETO POWER. 


The departments do not hesitate 
upon occasion to coolly veto the acts 
of Congress. Speaking in the House 
of Representatives recently, Repre- 
sentative Clark of Florida said that 
the departments sometimes hold back 
for years the construction of public 
buildings of which they do. not ap- 
prove, despite the Congressional bills 
ordering eir construction. 

“I want to say,” said Clark, “that 
this practice of executive departments 
issuing orders which practically have 
the effect of nullifying acts of Con- 
gress has grown to such proportions 
and has been so long and so per- 
sistently practiced that the depart- 
mental veto has come to be recog- 
nized as a legitimate governmental 
function. 

“Congress is no longer a supreme 
power in matters of legislation. We, 
the chosen representatives of the peo- 
ple, selected by popular vote every two 
years, charged with the duty of writ- 
ing into the law of the land the will 
of the sovereign citizenship of the 
republic, sit supinely by while mere 
appointees of the Executive set aside 
and declare null and void our most 
solemn enactments. 

“We have tamely submitted to Ex- 
ecutive encroachment for so long, we 
have for so many years given the 
world such an example of spineless 
statesmanship, and have with euch 
unconcerned complacency witnessed 
the Executive appropriation of prac- 
tically all our prerogatives, that even 
the janitors and messengers of the 
Executive no longer have respect for 
the House of Representatives, but in- 
stead appear to have a pitying con- 
tempt for what they regard as a 
harmless aggregation of legislative 
mollycoddles, 

“How long shall this condition con- 
tinue? Shall we assert ourselves and 
again become the vigoro virile, 
powerful legislative force Which we 
once were and which was intended 
by the fathers of the republic we 
should be, or shall we continue to 
drag out the miserable existence of 
a dwarfish, misshapen legislative 
eunuch?”

Kill Her Husband.

PROVIDENCE (R. 1.) Jan. 26.— 
Mrs. Elizabeth F. Mohr, on trial with 
two negroes on charge of mur- 
dering her husband, Dr. C. Franklin 
Mohr, asserted on the witness stand 
today that she loved her husband and 
always was desirous of effecting a 
reconciliation with him. She denied 
unequivocally. that she ever plotted 
to have him killed, 

The widow told her story in low 
tones. Once or twice, while telling 
of some particularly Irritating turn in 
her domestic troubles, she seemed on 


I the verge of breaking down. - 


In answer to questions put to her 
by her counsel, Mr. Cushing, the wit- 
ness said her husband had been cruel 
and abusive, but that she loved him 
notwithstanding. She identified a let- 
ter she said she had received from 
him while she was at the Newport 
home im the fall of 1913, in which 
the doctor said: | 

“I don’t want anything around that 
reminds me of you, and if you ever 
put your foot in my place in Provi- 
dence again I will about kill you. 
You are barred from my Providence 
places, and I never will associate with 
you again. The only time we will be 
under the same roof again will be 
when I go to Newport, pérhaps. When 
you leave there you leave everything, 
and I don't care when you leave. I've 
been putting on a sham front all 
summer for you, but I can o it no 


onger. 

“I am tottering now. I will have 
no more of it.” : 

WIFE THREATENED. 

Mrs. Mohr made the assertion that 
Dr. Mohr wanted her to “get out and 
shift for herself and that he urged 
her to go West and get a divorce, but 
that she refused. Dr. Mohr threat- 
ened to kill her because she would 
not give him her jewelry, according 
to her testimony. She also said the 
doctor coerced her into deeding her 
property to him, and that up to 1912 
all his earnings had been put in her 
name. 

Continuing, Mra. Mohr said she re- 
ceived many beatings from her hus- 
band because of her attempts to keep 
Miss Emily Burger away from him. 
She asserted that Dr. Mohr was ad- 
dicted to the use of liquor and drugs, 
and while under their influence was 
dangerous. 

She did not deny writing letters to 
Healis, Dr. Mohr’s negro chauffeur, 
while she was visiting the doctor's 
relatives jn McEwensville, Pa., ex- 
plaining that she wanted to know 
what the doctor was doing—that he 
was her husband and she was inter- 
ested in what he did. 

She asserted that her correspond-. 
ence with Healis was not carried on 
in pursuance of an impending plot 
to kill the doctor. 

Several times the widow empha- 
sized her affection for the doctor, and 
two or three times affirmed that she 
had wanted to become reconciled to 


him. 
She denied furnishing the defendant 
Brown with meney for a motorcycle 
in Mav, 1915, in furtherance of the 
alleged plot against her husband. 

“I didn’t have enough money for 
myself and two children to get along,” 
she said. 


TELLS OF HOME LIFE. 


Mrs. Mohr appeared self-possessed 
as she took her seat in the witness 
box and began the story of her mar- 
ried life. She said she was first mar- 
ried in 1903 at Brooklyn and that 
children were born in 1905 and 1908. 

“When did you have your first seri- 
aus disagreement with the doctor?” 

“In February, 1909. The doctor 
had been drinking and taking drugs 
and he gave me a dreedful beating.

IDENTIFIES HER 


Santa Isabel Victim’s Corpse 
Recognized by Daughter. 


Strange Story of Twenty-year 
Separation is Told. 
Services to be Held 
Here this Afternoon. 


With the aid of her grandparents, 
Mrs. Theresa Box, the pretty young 
wife of Patrolman F. P. Box, yester- 
day identified as her father, whom 
she had not seen since she was a 
little child, the body of Tom John- 
stone, one of the victims of the Santa 
Isabel massacre, that arrived here on 
the first through train from El Paso. 
And despite the fact that nineteen 
years of neglect had widened a chasm 
between father and daughter, Mrs. 
Box declared yesterday she will fulfill 
her duty and see that the remains of 
the man her mother once loved are 
buried with respect. 

The story of the parting years ago 
is equaled only in interest by the 
tragic manner in which it was brought 
to light. 

“My mother and father were living 
in Tombstone, Ariz., when was 
born,” Mrs. Box eaid yesterday. “My 
father was an Englishman by birth. 
He loved prospecting, and expected 
some day to find a rich gold mine. 

“When I was a baby father left us 
to go to Mexice. He said he was go- 
ing prospecting, and refused to take 
mother and me with him. From the 
day he left until the news of the 
tragedy at Santa Isabel reached us 
we did not hear a word from him. 

“As years passed my mother real- 
ized she had been deserted. She ob- 
tained a divorce and we came to Los 
Angeles to live. That was seven years 


ago. 

“Because I was so young, I believe 
I can say truthfully, I never saw my 
father until I looked on his dead face 
today. But through all these years I 
felt a longing to see him and talk 
with him. Mother was always so kind 
and gentle, but I wanted a father. 

“Then mother married again and I 


went to live with my grandparents, | 


Mr. and Mrs. P. B. Warnkros. They 
are my mother’s parents and knew my 
eer well. A little while later I mar- 
ried. 
“When I read about the Santa Isa- 
bel massacre, and learned about a 
Tom Johnstone whose family was not 
known. I had a premonition it was my 
father. I then realized I could do 
something for him, and with my hus- 
band’s aid we had his body brought 
here. My grandparents recognized him 
today. It is my poor father.”

BEGS TO STAY IN JAIL.

WILL BE PERMANENT. 

The seven miles of concrete road 
from Kane’s to Trifolium Springs will 
be eight feet wide with fifteen-foot 
turnouts every 1000 feet. While the 
work this winter is principally de- 
signed to bring temporary and im- 
mediate improvement of the desert 
road the concrete road will .constitute 
a portion of the permanent system 
which the State will complete when 
the new bond issue is voted. The turn- 
outs will all be on the same side of 
the road and all the paving done in 
a manner so it can be made a portion 
of the wider, permanent highway. 

The commission has decided to im- 
prove a stretch of road farther north 
in some manner and hopes to be able 
to pave this also with concrete. It 
will depend on the amount of money 
available. 

The road to be paved is an impor- 
tant portion of the highway between 
this city and Imperial county.

OULD DECIDE BY 
‘MAJORITY VERDICT. 


Law Favoring New Method of Ob- 
taining Final Decision from Trial 
Jury. 


One of the most needed changes in 
present criminal procedure of Amer- 
lean courts is the inauguration of a 
majority jury verdict, adapted to some 
extent from the Scotch system, under 


which a man is tried only once, a 
minority or majority verdict deciding 
the matter. Deputy District Attorney 
Keetch, who was asked to make a re- 
port to the chairman of the commit- 
tee on the “Modernization of Crim- 
inal Procedure” of the American In- 
stitute of Criminal Law and Crim- 
inology, advised this change, yester- 
day, in his letter to Hon. Robert W. 
Miller of the Northwestern University 
Law School at Chicago. 

“Present day verdicts are almost

It also causes 
frequent miscarriage of justice.” 

Mr. Keetch suggests that prosecut- 
ing officers should have the right to 
comment on the failure of a defendant 
to take the witness stand, which is 
not allowed at present. “In my opin- 
ion,” he said, “that is a fact and a cir- 
cumstance having just as much bear- 
ing on a case as flight in tending to 
show the conduct of the defendant 
relative to the charges against him.” 

An equal number of peremptory 
challenges should be allowed both 
sides, there being no logic or reason in 
the present system of giving the de- 
fendant the advantage of a greater 
number of challenges in the selection 
of the jury, according to the report. 
Mr. Keetch before compiling his re- 
port wrote all of the District Attor- 
neys of Southern California to secure 
their opinions on changes which would 
be beneficial to the present system of 
conducting criminal cases, and a num- 
ber of suggestions embodied in his 
report were unanimously b 
these officials.

The proposed —— ordinance divides 
automobiles into six 
classes. Class A is express, freight 
and transfer; class B. jitbusses: class 
C, taxicabs; class D, sightseeing busses;

In assuming the ownership of the 
gas companies, the Southern Califor- P 
nia Edison Company brought them up 
to a state of general efficiency and 
performed its duty as a gas distributor 
to the communities. The Southern 
California Edison Company, however, 
is essentially an electric company and 
the gas business has always been in- 
cidental to its main purpose. 

In speaking of Mr. Bain and his 
qualifications as a gas operator, Gen- 
eral Manager Brackenridge said: “He 
is one of the most competent gas men 
in the United States, and has a na- 
tional reputation as such.

The Canadian government, which has 
supplied and maintained a large army in 
Europe and is pledged to a like contribu- 
tion for the ensuing year; which has en- 
joyed a smal) percentage of war orders; 
whose industries have suffered the univer- 
sal reaction of war and whose country has 
nothing like the wealth and resources of 
the United States, will impose no new 
taxes. 

The present Canadian tariff is declared 
sufficient for all needs. And the country 
is unanimous in the opinion that the tariff 
on imported goods is the best and most 
satisfactory form of revenue. 


When one considers the state of the; 


| pire with free-trade England, self-governing 
Canada long ago disavowed all sympathies 


with che motherland’s free trade policy. 
She was indeed only willing to concede 
preferential rates to Great Britain herself, 
rightly considering that even mother could 
not be allowed to handicap Canada’s young 
industries—charity begins at home. Under 
a sound protective tariff Canada has thrived 
in spite of many handicaps of climate and 
population. And through it she is now in 
a proud position of affluent independence, 
which enables ber to shoulder her share 
of the defense of the empire without any 
special war taxation, any new burdens, any 
pleas for maternal help.

At first, 
they were dependent for the construction 
of their ships mainly upon English yards; 
but it was not long until they established 
the yards of their own and, up to the be- 
ginning of the war, were able to build ships 
as cheaply as any country in the world. 
The government of Germany, controlling the 
financia] system of the country, gave the 
greatest possible assistance to the steam- 
ship companies in the placing of various se- 
curities. In fact, the leading steamship 
company was owned very largely by the 
imperial family of Germany. By the owner- 
ship and control of the te railway sys- 
tem of Germany, special pro-rating agree 
ments were made with the steamship lines. 
Then, in addition, in the establishment of 
lines, particularly to the British colonies 
and notaliy to Australia, quite important 
assistance was given, not as subsidies but, 
adopting the English phrase, “for services 
rendered.” 3
